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Saudi Market Update 


e TASI closed 0.3% higher at 10,736, while NOMUC ended 0.6% 
lower to 23,365 on Tuesday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 
7.1bn and averaged SAR 11.8bn over the last 30 days. The five 
most active stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 17.9% of the 
daily traded value. 


e MSCI Emerging Markets closed 1.0% higher on Tuesday, trading 
at PE (TTM) of 16.7x vs. 32.1x for TASI. 


e Banks and Materials ended 0.3% and 0.1% higher, respectively. 
Telecom gained 1.0%. Retailing sector (up 1.4%) was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Arabian Shield Cooperative 
Insurance Co. (8070/SHIELD AB), Al Moammar Information 
Systems Co. (7200/MIS AB), and Al-Omran Industrial Trading Co. 
(4141/), led the gainers. 


e The Saudi Authority for Industrial Cities and Technology Zones 
(Modon) said that the number of ready-built factories exceeded 
900 by the end of 2020, located in various industrial cities within 
the country. Food industries, medical supplies and 
pharmaceuticals came on top of the activities occupying ready- 
built factories in 2020. (Source: Argaam) 


e Jarir Marketing Co. (4190/JARIR AB) reported an estimated net 
profit after Zakat and tax of SAR 456.9mn (USD 121.8mn) for 
1H21, a marginal decline from SAR 460.1mn (USD 122.7mn) in 
the prior-year period.

complex in Ras Al Khair Industrial City. The move comes in line 
with Maaden'’s vision of localizing its CPC requirements to reach
